Strike Will Continue 
If Leaers Are Jailed, 


Says President Howat 


Pittsburg, Kan., December 4.— 
“The miners know how to strike 
and if all their officers were 
placed in jail they can keep right 
on striking,” Alexander Howat, 
president of the Kansas miners, 
said today. : 

“The situation will not ba 
changed or influenced by the de- 
velopments at Indianapolis.” 

Washington, December 4.—The 
coal operators’ 


said it welcomed the grand jury 
investigation ordered by Fed- 
eral Judge Anderson at Indian- 
apolis into alleged collusion be- 
tween operators and miners to 
restrict production. 

If it should develop that Indi- 
- vidual operators were guilty, the 
committee said it hoped the court 
would invoke the law to the 
limit, “as such operators were 
not entitled to any support or 
sympathy from their associates 
in the coal industry.” 


Indianapolis, Ind., December 4.— 


‘Upon the heels of its institution of 


contempt proceedings against of- 
ficials of the United Mine Workers 
of America, the government has 
taken steps to broaden the scope of 
its prosecutions in connection with 
the strike of coal miners and will 
investigate alleged violations of the 
Lever fuel control act and the Sher- 
man anti-trust law by miners, op- 
erators and others. 

United States District Judge A. B. 
Anderson today ordered a special 
session of the federal grand jury 
here next Monday morning and im- 
mediately afterward a _ statement 
was given out by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney L. Ert Slack and Dan 
W. Sims, special district attorney 
who is aiding in the injunction pro- 
ceedings, declaring that the time 
has arrived to determine “whether 
this is a government of law or a 
group of men.” 

This morning six officials of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
who yesterday were charged with 
criminal contempt for alleged vio- 
lation of the federal court’s injunc- 
tion against the strike, appeared at 
the federal building and furnished 
bond of $10,000 each for their ap- 
pearance in court next Tuesday. 
They were John L. Lewis, acting 
president of the organization; Wil- 
liam Green, secretary-treasurer; El- 
lis Searles, editor of The Mine 
Workers’ Journal; Percy Tetlow, 
statistician, and Edward Stewart 
and Willtam Mitch, officials of dis- 
trict No. 11. 

78 Other Men to Be Arrested. 


The charges against seventy- 
eight other miners’ representatives 
of violation of the injunction were 
printed and certified today and 
copies were being mailed tonigi.t to 
all court districts in which defend- 
ants reside. It was stated that as 
soon as this information is re- 
ceived in the various districts, cap- 
jases will be issued for the arrest 
of the men named in the charges 
and removal proceedings to produce 
their appearanée in court here wil! 
be instituted. 

The grand jury investigation, 
called primarily to deal with 
charges against coal operators, will 


cover all phases of the controversy 


in the coal industry, and will be 
nation-wide in its scope, it was 
stated. 

The statement of government at- 
torneys brought out by the Inves- 
tigation was intended not only to 


-furnish relief in the present coal 


crisis but that the government ex- 
pects to prosecute all violators of 
the law and will see that they suf- 
fer the penalties provided by law. 
The Lever law carries a penalty of

COAL COMMITTEE 
10 GIVE BECISION 
UNPOWER PLANTS 


Those Operated Without 
Use of Coal to Be Cata- 
logued at Meeting Here

Owing to the recent modifica- 
tins in the original schedule, and 
to the fact that the rulings of; the 
committee have been given wide 


publicity, there were not nearly so 
many complaints and misunder- 
standings of the new regulations 
authorized by the fuel administra- 
tion on Thursday. 
to progress as usual, despite the 
restrictions on light and heating, 
and there seems to be a commenda- 
ble spirit of co-operation on the 
part of the people to assist the coal 
committee in its program of con- 
servation. 

The question of specific permis- 
sion to hydro-electric plants to oper- 
ate without restriction will,” fn all 
probability, be finally settled to- 
day, when heads of public utilities 
and hydro-electric plants will gath- 
er for a conference with members 
of the regional committée on the 
details of their operation. 

Hydro-electric plants which use 
any coal at all in their operation 
will be governed by the restrictions 
on hours of opening and closing. 
There are, however, plants in the 
region which operate entirely with- 
out the use of coal, and these plants 
will be entirely exempted from the 
closing regulations. It is under- 
stood that a complete cataloguing 
of the various plants over the re- 
gion will be completed today, with 
a view to determining the classi- 
fication under’ which they shall be 
placed. 

Stores to Close at 4 O’Clock. 

The offices «f the coal committee 
received Thursday many reports 
from various plants throughout the 
region as to the details of their op- 
eration, and this information, com- 
bined with the reports to the com- 
mittee of the heads of plants that 
will gather in the city today, are 
expected to furnish a basis for the 
complete ruling. 

The Atlanta letail Merchants’ as- 
sociation on Thursday ruled that all 
members of its organization would 
continue to operate on the original 
basis of opening at 9 o’clock and 
closing at 4 o’clock until the situa- 
tion has been ameliorated. This 
permits of an exception on Satur- 
days, when the large department 
stores on Whitehall street will re- 
main open until 6:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon, for the purpose of selling 
clothing only. Some stores, notably 
grocery stores and meat markets, 
will remain open on Saturday nights 


} until 9 o’clock. 


The order originally given out 
by the fuel administration permits 
that Saturday shall be an excep- 
tion for stores selling only food 
and clothing. On Saturdays they 
can stay open until 9 o'clock, if 
they desire, provided only enough 
light and heat is used for the sale 
of food and clothing. 

May Confiscate Coal. 

This makes their position on Sat- 
urdays almost the same as that of 
the drug stores every night. when 
they may maintain sufficient heat 
and light for the sale of drugs, but 
may not burn light and heat for the 
sale of drinks, tobacco, cigarettes 
and the like. 

The department stores may oper- 
ate suffiicent light and heat on Sat- 
urday nights for the comfortable 
operation of their clothing depart- 
ments, and may sell goods in other 
departments, provided no additional 
heat and light are used in those de- 
partments. 

The big Whitehall street stores. 
however, will use this permission 
only in part, according to Mr. Allen's 
announcement Thursday. They will 
sell only food and clothing, and will 
not use candles or lamps for the 
operation of other departments. 

It is not yet known whether there 
will be a necessity of any confisca- 
tion of coal for distribution in the 
interest of public safety and welfare, 
as is possible under the authority 
vested in the United States fuel ad- 
ministration by the Lever act and 
presidential proclamations. It is

U. 9, TRADE BOARD 
ACLUSES PAUKERS 


Alleged Five Big Chicago 
Concerns Are Violating 
Anti-Trust * Act — One 
Georgia Company In- 
volved. 


Washington, December 4.—Formal 
complaints were issued today by 
the federal trade commission charg- 
ing the five big Chicagt meat pack- 
ers with violations of tiie Clayton 
anti-trust act through the alleged 


purchase and control of thirty-one 
corporations handling food and 


other supplies. Written answer to 
the complaints must be made with- 
in forty days and thereafter- public 
hearing will be had before the com- 
mission. 

Concerns which the pawkers are 


accused of absorbing include meat 
packers, fruit canners, dealers. in 
eggs and poultry, and dealers in 
and manufacturers of butter, cheese, 
oleomargarine, condensed milk and 
like products, catsup and condiments 
and leather tanners. 

The complaints, which it was an- 
nounced, grew out of the investiga- 
tion of the meat. packing industry 
ordered by congress, also were is- 
sued against the United States 
Dressed Beef company, the Western 
Meat company of San Francisco, and 
the Nevada Packing company. 

Géorgia Company Involved. 

Instances cited by the complaints 
of companies over which the Chica- 
=o packers are alleged to have 
gained control during the past three 
years through the purchase of a ma- 


jority of the stock or other means, 
follow:

The purpose 
of the organization, as expressed 
by exponents, is to amalgamate the 
Christian forces of the city, the 
country, and ultimately, the world 
into a vitally militant body that, 
with a power born of an interde- 
nomingtional alliance, can effea-

Although the alliance of thé vari 


oug churches in a united . purpose, 


of bettering the world was recog- 
nized as being the plan that car- 
ried the greatest potentiality for the 
solution of evils that exist today, 
all speakers emphatically repudiat- 
ed thé idea of church union, agree- 
ing that the wiping out of creeds 
and surrendering sacred liberties of 
belief, would not gain the same de- 
gree of power as the various de- 
nominations could muster when 
united in one purpose, though pre- 
serving their individuality of or- 
ganization. 

The big movement, which is fos- 
tered by the leading evangelical 
ministers of Atlanta, and some of 
the most effective and prominent 
layment of the city, is the out- 
growth of the Men and Religion 
Forward Movement, which in turn 
created the Evangelical Ministers’ 
Alliance, and later the Church Co- 
operation association. all of which 
have taken active parts in the civic 
and morala dvancement of Atlanta. 

Will Correct. Evils. 

That the new organization ex- 
pects to take an active hand in the 
correction of evils said to exist in 
Atlanta today and to endeavor to 
keep the city to a high standard of 
morality and civic cleanliness was 
evidenced by addresses that were 
made concerning the history of the 
movement, the purposes of the pres- 
ent organization and the plans that 
are to be put into effect. 

Eloquent addresses were made by 
Dr. Plato C. Durham, dean of the 
theological department of Emory 
university; Dr. M. Ashby Jones, 
pastor of Ponce de Leon Baptist 
church; John J. Eagan, a prominent 
capitalist and civic worker, and 
others. 

The first meeting of the Chris- 
tian council was held in the Sun- 
day school room of the First Bap- 
tist church at 8 o’clock Thursday 
evening and when the three speak- 
ers on the program, Drs. Durham 
and Jones and Mr. Eagan, had fin- 
ished, a motion was made that a 
committee be appointed to draft a 
constitution for the new organiza- 
tion and another motion followed 
directing the appointment of a nom- 
ination committee to name the offi- | 
cers for the council, these commit- 
tees to report at the next .meeting, 
which is to be held in January. 

Both motions prevailed, and Dr. 
L. O. Bricker, of the First Christian 
church, who presided, appointed the 
following committees: On nomi- 
nations, Dr. M. Ashby Jones, chair- 
man; Dr. R. O. Flynn, M. M. Davies, 
David Woodward and C. A. Titus;

Tomorrow noon he and Emma 
Goldman will be in custody at Ellis

pired. 

As soon as the two anarchists are 
surrendered in accordance with or- 
ders from the department of labor, 
Harry Weinberger, their coungel, 
plans to institute habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings to get them out on bail 
while he seeks to quash the order 
of deportation on the ground that 
Miss Goldman is a citizen by mar- 
riage and that the constitutional 
right of freedom of speech has priv- 
ileged both of his clients to ex- 
press their anarchistic views.

Institution Turned Back 
to Stockholders .Upon 
Showing Made in Report 
of Auditor Martin. 


Following the receipt of a report 
from Auditor W. O. Martin, show- 
ing the condition of the Fairburn 
Banking company, State Bank Ex- 
aminer W, J. Speer yesterday is- 
sued an order restoring the bank 
to its stockholders and directors 
and arrangements have been made 
for opening the bank this morning 
under anew set of officers who 
were elected at the directors’ meet- 


burn. 

J. H. Longino succeeds W. T. 
Roberts as president; Dr. L. M. Hob- 
good succeeds W. B. Green as vice 
president. George Edmondson js 
retained as cashier. Temporary 
of W. T. Roberts, to which the safe 
and other property of the bank 
saved from the fire were removed 
some weeks ago. 

Bank Now Stronger. 

The reopening of the bank was 
made possible by an agreement 
among the stockholders who have 
made good the deficiency which has 
been charged to Green. Mr. Mar- 
tin’s report showed that the bank 
is now $91,640.05 stronger than it 
was when the state banking depart- 
ment took charge. Upon this show- 
ing of solvency, Mr. Speer decided 
to turn the institution back to its 
stockholders. 

There will be no run on the bank 
when it reopens. It is understood 
that all the larger depositors have 
agreed that they will not withdraw 
their funds except gradually and in 
the ordinary course of business so 
that no strain will be put on the 
bank’s resources. The new officers 
are well known in Campbell county 
and have the confidence of the com- 
munity at large. In this connec- 
tion, Mr. Martin’s report says: 

“A very strong board of directors 
and officers have been elected and 
it-is with much gratification that, 
as your representative, we are able 
now to report to you that the bank 
is not only solvent, but, in our opin- 
ion, in every way strongly intrench- 
ed in the confidence of every one 
concerned.” 

Total Losa, $143,138.61. 

The final report shows a shrinkage 
in assets considerably larger than 
that shown by the preliminary re- 
port of Mr. Martin made public some 
weeks ago. At that time he placed 
the shortage at a minimum of $115,-

funds and authority were not forth- 
coming. 

While Mr. Palmer’s action was 
generally accepted as opéhing up 
the sources of more sugar supplies 
by permitting refiners to pay more 
for the Cuban raw stock, it also 
was believed to mean. that sugar 
prices would soar. The department 
will continue to hunt down prof- 
iteers, but without means of check- 
ing up on the cost to the refiner 
or without control of the price at 
which the supplies come into this 
country, ti wag believed domestic 
consumers would be forced to pay 
higher prices after January 1. 

Palmer Makes Statement, 

Explaining the department's pol- 
icy for the future, Mr. Palmer said 
he had “neither the power nor the 
facilities” to control the purchase 
Or distribution of sugar. This was 
said to mean the end of the program 
for bringing in fresh gupplies of 
Sugar from Cuban and other 
sources. Apparently little use can 
be made of the new authority con- 
ferred upon Mr. Palmer by the 
president, who designated him as 
food administrator. 


“A conference was held _ this 
morning between representatives of 


the sugar equalization board and 
department of justice officials, in 
which the sugar situation was re- 
viewed,” Mr. Palmer said. “The de- 
partment kas neither the power nor 
the facilities with which to control 
the purchase or distribution of 
sugar. The only governmental 
body having this power is the sugar 
equalization board, and its control 
terminates December 31. 

“The congress, although request- 
ed to do so, has failed to extend the 
life of the board. department 
of justice will confine its efforts 
in the future to the enforcement of 
provisions of the Lever food control 
act by prosecuting all instances of 
sales of sugar for an unjust or un- 
reasonable profit. 

“The department of justice has 
never attempted to fix the price of 
sugar. In the past it has accepted 
the recommendations of the sugar 
equalization board very largely in 
determining maximum fair prices. 
The fair margins of profit allowed 
are those established by the food 
administration. When such deter- 
minations were made, they have 
been communicated to the district 
attorneys, who were advised that 
any sales in excess of the maximum 
figure set should be considered un- 
fair and unreasonable. 

Impossible to Fix Price. 


“The early termination of the 
sugar equalization board will make 


it impossible to set any definite 
price on sugar in the future or con- 
trol its distribution. Every sale 
will be treated on its own merits, 
and all cases where the district at- 
torney has evidénce indicating an 
unfair profit or withholding of sug- 
ar from the normal channels of 
consumption or any discrimination 
in price to the manufacturer or to 
the jobber supplying the domestic

Washington, December 4.—(By 
Associated Press.)—Steps to obtain 
a personal interview with President 
Wilson before framing a senate pol- 
icy in the strained relations with 
Mexico were decided on today by 
the foreign relations committee. 

The decision made after Secre- 
tary Lansing had appeared before 
the committee and, it was said by 
members, had disclosed that  be- 
cause of the president's illness, he 
had not been consulted by the state 
department in its handling of the 
recent developments which have 
brought relations between the two 
governments to a serious stage. 


At the white house tonight ‘the 
president's physietany Dr. Graystn, 


said he saw no reason why the 
committee’s representatives, if they 
urgently desired it, could not see 
Mr. Wilson tomorrow. It was ine 
dicated that the two members se- 
lected, Senators Fall, republican, 
New Mexico, and Hitchcock, demo- 
crat, Nebraska, would endeavor ‘te 
do so. 
Problem Direct to Wilson. 

Deciding to take its problem dl- 
rect to the president, the committ®e 
divided along party lines, six ree 
publicans voting for the proposal 
and five democrats opposing it. The 
action came at the end of a day of 
discussion of Senator Fall’s resolue 
tion, which would ask the president 
to withdraw diplomatic recognition 
of the Carranza government. 

It was said by republican mem- 
bers that although the committee 
did not discuss in detail the extent 
to which the _ president's illness 
might have interfered with the dis- 
charge of his duties, the point was 
brought out that should the Mexi- 
can situation continue to become 
more critical some question as to 
the executive’s physical capability 
might result.

ramifications extend into every 
hamiet in America, and while the 
Utah senator was used as a driving 
shaft in a piece of rickety republi- 
can machinery, the whoie scheme of 
Which has now fallen and if not 
abandoned it will lack the force tv 
put it through. 

This much I know from talks 
with several senators on the prupvu- 
Sition. It is of peculiar interest 
not only to exX-service men, but to 
the parents and other relatives or 
the fifteen thousand employees, 
mostly women, and of whom not 
lesS than five thousand are from the 
south. 

_A year ago the bureau of war 
risk insurance was made a politicai 
football by the republicans, who en- 
couraged the soldiers to find every 
possible human failing in the per- 
sonnel and management of the in- 
Stitution. At that time the govern- 
ment itself realized the shortcom- 
ings of the bureau, and requestea 
the Hughes commission to investi- 
gate the situation and make.recuin- 
mendations that have since been 
followed and improved upon. In the 
last six months the bureau has 
“come back” and is now looked 
upon by those who have examined 
its workings as one of the most ef- 
ficient business organizations ia 
the country. 

How Bureau Grew. 

When the war risk act created 
the bureau it took a little marine 
insurance section out of the teas- 
ury department and imposeg on it 
the burden of insuring fhe four mil- 
lion men-in the army and navy and 
of looking out for their allotments, 
allowances, COmpensations and oth- 
er details. The government at the 
time was building a war machine in 
Washington. The various branches 
of the new bureau had to be housed 
in whatever quarters were available 
and as much urgent military bu- 
reaus came before it the bureau had 
to be satisfied to house itself in 
half a dozen scattered buildings. 
That was the source of the originai 
trouble. 

The letters were lost between 
bureaus and went astray. Finally, 
things settled and the bureau began 
to get on its feet. Former soldiers 
found reasons for renewing their 
confidence in the bureau. Now the 
war risk has got to a point where 
thé ex-service man is beginning to 
know how to get what he wants 
from it. 

Would Disrupt All. 

Senator Smoot comes along with 
his proposal to disrupt ali that has 
been done, distribute the bureau's 
duties among five or six depart- 
ments of the government and make 
a topsy-turvy Jumble of the whole 
thing all over again. And all this 
while Senator Smoot, in charge of 
war risk legialation before the sen- 
ate appropriations committee, has 
neglected to get the Sweet bill and 
other recognized improvements in 
war risk legislation out of the com- 
mittee and before the body of the 
senate. 

Secretary of the Treasury Glass 
lost no time in telling the country 
of the emptiness of Smoot’s_ pro- 
posal. Mr. Glass called attention te 
the fact taht the allotments and a)- 
lowances, Which under the Smoot 
program would go to the war de- 
partment, have almost dwindled out 
and the only thing of value now 
left from them are the records whicn 
the war risk bureau will be able 
to use to advantage in tracing the 
war and insurance records of Vet- 
erans. 

Would Cause Confusion. 

Senator Smoot would split up the 
compensation, insurance and claims 
sections of the bureau between the 
interior, postoffice and treasury. de- 
partments. There is a mutual rela- 
tion between all these sections and 
to split them up would mean a dup- 
lication of records, causing confu- 
sion, expense and waste of time, 
which was unhesitatingly pointed 
out to Senator Smoot by Secretary 
Glass. 

As a refuge from the counter at- 
tack, Senator Smoot sought to shied 
himself behind the clamor that his 
plan would save money in clerk 
hire and that the clerks now in the 
war risk bureau were anxious to 
get out into the business world 
where they had better opportunitlés. 
It was pointed out to him that his 
proposal was late as the bureau 
staff will be automatically reduced 
from 14.000 to 10,000 on January 1, 
and other reductions will fvilow as 
quickly as work will allow. As to 
the clerks wanting to get away 
from their work, the situation in 
Washington has been such for the 
past six months that any clerk de- 
siring to leave the bureau can be 
spared and their positions filled as 
rapidly. as they leave. Many of 
them have already been replaced by 
discharged soldiers and sailors.

CLOSES AT NIGHT 


Because of the nature of the stock 
in the local government store it is 
not practicable to use other than 
electrical illumination, since’ the 
use of candles or lamps would great- 
Ivy’ increase the fire hazard, accord- 
ing to Colonel M. Gray Zalinskie, 
zone supply officer, yesterday. The 
entire stock is laid out on counters 
or shelves, and is not protected, as 
is the stock in the regularly estab- 
lished stores.

beginning next week. Colonel Za- 
linskistated that inasmuch as all 
other stores in the city were com- 
pelled to close at 4 o’clock on ac- 
count of the ruling of the coal con- 
servation officials, that it would 
ot be fair to the Atlanta merchantn 
to keep this place open. 

“Resides,” said Colonel Zalinski, 
“the store is not full of buyers at 
any time of the day. Recently, 
when we opened the shoe store we 
found that the night trade was so 
small that we could not continue to 
keep open.” 

He stated, however, that as soon 
as the coal crisis had passed that he 
would open the store two nights 
each week. His actiongin the mat- 
ter'is the outgrowth of an effort on 
the part of the local labor unions 
to have the store opéned at night. 

A resolution was passed and foré 
warded to Senator Harris to the ef- 
fect that it would be of great ben- 
efit to the laboring people to have 
the store open at night, as they 
were unable to visit the store dur- 
ing the daytime without loss. of 
pay. Senator Harris’ efforts re- 
sulted in the war department di- 
recting that the local store be 
opened two nights each week. 

Orders to this effect were re- 
ceived in Colonel Zalinski’s office 
right at the time that the coa} 
crisis came in Atlanta, and in order 
to be fair to local merchants, he 
requested permission from the war 
department to use his own discre- 
tion in the matter. This permission 
was granted, and Colonel Zaliinski 
has directed that the store be closed 
at night until after the coal situa- 
tion is adjusted.

BOLSHEVIK! NAMES 
ENIED COMMITTEE 


New York, December 4.—Flat re- 
fusal to give the names of the ex- 
committee of the Russian 
socialist federation described by Dr. 
Michael Misleg, is treasurer until 
yesterday, as a nation-wide body 
actively engaged in teaching bol- 
shevism to the American masses, 
met the joint legislative commit- 
tee’s investigation into radicalism 
here today. Despite istruction to 
answer on pain of being in con- 
tempt, Misleg, on the witness stand, 
declined to reply. 

Ten thousand members of the fed- 
eration, approximately half of whom 
are American citizens, contribute 
regularly monthly dues to suport the 
wrok of the organization, Dr. Mis- 
leg testified. Many of the federa- 
tion locals are scattered throughout 
the country, he said. He admitted 
he had “attended” the communist 
party convention in Chicago and 
identified Mrs. Rose Pastor Stokes, 
Al Renner, chairman, and others 
in a photograph of the convention 
put in evidence today. 

He testified to payments of sums 


of money from the federation treas- 
_ury to the communist party follow- 


ing the organization of that body. 
He admitted existence of a federa- 
tion “fund for political victims,’ out 
of which bail and counse! fees were 
paid for members arrested on 
charges of sedition and criminal] 
anarchy. 

When asked to describe the gov- 
erning body of the federation, Mis- 
leg testified that it had an execu- 
tive committee of fifteen members, 
including a secretary and treasurer.

ical and destructive in its methods; 
that it is conducting in Ireland a 
campaign of coercion, threats and 
assassination; and that it is not 
supported nor respected now by the 
better type of people in Ireland, 
whether Catholic or Protestant, who 
— no interest or prejudiced mo- 
tive. 

“That it was the party of re- 
bellion during the war; that it sup- 
ported and furthered the cause of 
the foe; that it was a traitor to the 
allied cause, we wish to point out 
to the people of America.

It was stated that the determina- 
tion to begin the grand jury inves- 
tigation came as a result of disclos- 
ures in the proceedings against the 
miners’ leaders, which tended _ to 
show that the coal operators as 
well as the miners were in a con- 
spiracy to violate the Lever law. 
Agents of the department of justice 
two weeks ago started an investiga- 
tion of alleged violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law by oper- 


ators and the evidence collected by* 


them has been added to that secured 
in previous investigation of the 
miners. 

Injunction Disobeyed. 

The information, at great length, 
sets out the acts, not only of the 
defendants, but of others, reads the 
Statement, ‘‘showing that the in- 
junction has not only been dis- 
obeyed, but that the Lever act has 
been and is now being grossly, 
openly and defiantly violated. Upon 
the facts of this information being 
called to the attention of Judge An- 
derson, he immediately determined 
to call a grand jury. 

“That grand jury has been drawn 
and summoned to appear here next 
Monday morning at 10 o’clock, at 
which time we expect that it 
will be charged to investigate the 
violations of the Lever act, not only 
on the part of the defendants to the 
injunction suit and the officers 
of the United Mine Workers, but 
also any other persons, including 
miners and aperators, who have in 
any way, before or since the suit, 
joined with these defendants in 
carrying out this unlawful conspir- 
acy.

‘Iinder the circumstances it was 
necessary either to bring proceed- 
ings immediately before United 
States commissioners, with the view 
of later having a full grand jury 
investigation concerning these mat- 
ters, or immediately to convene the 
grand jury to make the investiga- 
tion. The latter course has been 
pursued. 

To Ask for Indictments. 

“It must be clearly understood 
that the governmént iniends to ask 
of this grand jury indictments for 
such violations of the law as may 
be developed before it, and that 
this is not for the purpose only 
of bringing relief from the present 
intolerable situation, but the gov- 
ernment expects to prosecute all 
violators of the law to the end, 
and expects to insist that such vio- 
lators shall suffer the penalty pro- 
vided by law. The Lever act makes 
the violation of its provisions pun- 
ishable by a fine not to exceed 
$5,000 or imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary mot to exceed two years, 
or both. 

“We shall not only insist that 
the coal operators are in ieague 
with the miners to violate the Lever 
act, but we shall further insist 
that the coal operators themselves 
have combined to violate the crim- 
inal provisions of the anti-trust 
acts passed by congress, and that 
they have violated such provisions. 

“A most thorough, sweeping and 
searching investigation will be made 
by this grand jury and all violators, 
whether they be miners, mine of- 
ficers, operators or dealers, will be 
brought to book. 

“The time has come, it is here 
now, to have it determined whether 
or not the government of this coun- 
try rules, or whether lawless peo- 
ple shall have their way—whether 
this is a government of law or of a 
Zroup of men. 

“This does not in any way inter- 
fere with the present proceedings 
against the defendants in the in- 
junction suit for contempt to court.” 


ENTIRE COUNTRY 
HAS BEEN PLACED 
ON COAL RATIONS 


Washington, December 4.—The 
country as a whole now is involveu 
in coal rationing measures, which 
have been proposed to eke out Sup- 
plies shortened by the nation-wide 
strike of bituminous mine workers. 

The flow of appeals to the re-es- 
tablished fuel administration show- 
ed general alarm over the situa- 
tion. Middle western territory 
Where the shortage has become 
acute, through. representatives in 
congress today demanded that the 
eastern seaboard and New England 
be compelled to share surplus sup- 
plies and live up to restrictions on 
power and light consumption as 
drastic as those effective in the 
west, 

Senator Cummins, republican, of 
Iowa, announced after consulting 
the fuel administration that he had 
obtained an increase in the allot- 
ment of coal to Mississippi valley 
States. Louis W. Hill, chairman ot 
the board of the Great Northern 
railroad, representing northwestern 
consumers, made a plea for better 
distribution of coal resources at the 
head of the Great Lakes, visiting 
both the railroad and fuel adminis- 
trations. 

Meanwhile the responsible heads 
of the larger coal mining concerns 
of the country, in a second day of 
general conference here, announced 
that they had agreed to pay miners 
an Additional sum of 11 cents per 
ton for coal mined, basing the fig- 
ureS on conditions in “thin vein 
areas,” and thereby fixing a scale 
practically for the entire country.. 

This more than carried out the 
proposal of Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field that the coal miners be given 
a 14 per cent advance without in- 
crease in the selling. price of coal. 
they asserted, because average fig- 
ures showed that an advance of 10.56 
cents per ton would meet the re- 
quirement. 


Aggressive Fight Urged. 

Proposals were made at the final 
session that the mine operators 
adopt an aggressive policy of fignt- 
ing the strike by resuming produc- 
tion on an “open shop” catie but 
no definite stand was taken on a 
collective policy. It was said the 
majority preferred to await the re- 
sult of the renewed efforts by the 


government to prosecute the lead- 
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ers of the striking mine workers 
in the federal courts far violating 
the Lever law. Nese. 

Coal production was said to be 
continuing at a slight advance over 
the last week, according to the re- 
ports available 
geological survey’s weekly 
mary. 

The railroad administration, since 
the fuel short e became acute in 
the middle west, has been ser *ing 
coal westward on fast schedules. In 
the last two weeks approximately 
20.000 cars have moved °** districts 
west of the Mississippi river. Of the 
total 7,654 cars were consigned to 
communities in the central region, 
$,194 to the southwestern region and 
2,881 ears to the northwestern re- 
zion. 

Officials said that within the last 
week an average of 800 cars a day 
had been sent to each of the three 
areas. This was expected to repre- 
sent about the maximum amount 
which will be shipped because of 
the gradual lowering of reserves in 
the east.

COAL SHORTAGE 
SERIOUSLY FELT 
IN MANY CITIES 


Chicago, December 4.—Prepara- 
tions for conserving fuel supplies 
went forward today over virtually 
the entire country as the dwindling 
coal reserves caused incidental dis- 
comfort and disruption of industry. 
No immediate relief through a re- 
turn to work of bituminous miners 
who went on strike thirty-four days 
azo was in sight, although the larg- 
er coal operators were ready today 
to submit a new wage scale which. 
if was said, would contain more lib- 
eral concessions to the miners than 
the 14 per cent {Increase proposed by 
Administrator Garfield. 


Some of the larger cities today 
for the first time since the walkout 
was called felt the stress of the 
Situation. From additional cities 
and towns of the west and south- 
west. some of them entirely with- 
out fuel, came reports of actual suf- 
fering. In three Nebraska towns 
fence nosts and ear corn were being 
burned. 


State executives continued to bend 
their energies toward immediately 
obtaining enough coal to prevent 
or reduce suffering, leaving solution 
of the greater question, ending of 
the strike, to Washington officials. 
Governors of three states, Carey of 
Wyoming: McKelvey. of Nebraska. 
and Shoup, of Colorado, had as the 
purpose of a conference .oday at 
Denver working out “some plan for 
a satisfactory distribution of coal.’ 


The Contempt Proceedings. 


There was no official comment on 
the action of the federal court at 
Indianapolis in citing eighty-four 
general and district officials of the 
United Mine Workers of America for 
contempt of the order calling off 
the strike. Application for that 
step was made by department of 
justice agents. The mine workers’ 
officials will be given a hearing 
Tuesday. 

Despite labor trouble in the New 
River fields, West Virginia. today, 
continued to be the nation’s chief 
producer of soft coal. Miners in 
the Fairmont subdistrict were ex- 
pected to return to work immedi- 
ately, operators saying they had 
accepted the 14 per cent increase. 

In Kansas an appreciable amount 
of fuel was being brought from the 
surface mines by volunteers work- 
ing under protection of state andn 
federal troops, Similar mines in 
Missouri would be operated by the 
State, a statement by the governor 
Said, unless the miners returned to 
work under tiie terms offered them. 

One company of state militiamen 
already was on duty in the vicinity 
of the Missouri surface mines and 
three additional companies were 
ordered there, Tonight was the 
time limit extended the miners to 
return to work.

OKLAHOMA GOVERNOR 
TO WORK IN THE MINES. 

OKlahoma City, OkKla., December 
4.—Governor J. B. A. Robertson and 
John A. Whitehurst, president of 
the state council of defense, left to- 
night for McAlester to begin work to- 
morrow as coal miners, with 390 
other men, who have already volun- 
teered their services. 

Two squadrons of the 13th United 
States cavalry, now on duty at Co- 
lumbus, N. M., will arrive in Me- 
Alester Saturday morning for duty 
in the Oklahoma coal mine terri- 
tory, it was announced § tonight. 
They will be put on guard duty at 
strip and pit mines, which are to be 
the first operated with volunteer un- 
skilled labor called by - Governor 
Robertson. 

Major General Dickman, com- 
manding general of the southern 
department of the United States 
army, has acquiesced in the gover- 
nor’s request that only white troops 
be furnished, it was made known 
tonight. Two companies of negro 
infantrymen had been ordered. to 
entrain for the Oklahoma field, but 
when the governor insisted that the 
presence of negro soldiers might 
cause unnecessary disturbances the 
order for their movement was can- 
celled. 

Governor Robertson issued a proc- 
lamation today placing the entire 
Oklahoma national guard in readi- 
ness to move on short notice. Jt is 
not the intention, -however, it was 
stated, to call out the guard at once, 
the purpose being to give the adju- 
tant general power to select units 
to augment the federal force where 
necessary. 

The first carload of coal, it is 
thought, will be -ready ‘tomorrow 
night, and is expected to be shipped 
to Altus, Okla., in the southwest 
part of the state, where suffering 
seems to be the most acute, 


GOVERNOR SEIZES

Jefferson City, Mo., December 4.—

county were seized today by Gov- 
ernor Gardner, who issued a procla- 
mation which declared that posses- 
sion and control of the pits was nec- 
essary in order to relieve distress 
among the public and the inmates of 
the eleemosynary and penal institu- 
tions.

COLD WAVE FAILED, 
SAYS FORECASTER 


Where did the cold weather slated 
for Atlanta go? This question 
was put up to local weather expert 
Von Herrmann Thursday. “The cold 


wave went right over the Ohio vVal-, 


ley to Washington, D. C., and on 
out into the Atlantic ocean, and 
victims of the coal crisis are re- 
joicing over it,” replied the weath- 
er man. 

Although early Thursday night 
chilly and murky weather prevatied, 


the weather man’s prediction for to- 
day and Saturday is “fair and 
warmer.” 

The weather bureau has inaugu- 
rated a bulletin on the conditions 
of highways radiating from Atlan- 
ta, which will be very useful to 
farmers, tourists and any others who 
travel overland. 

The bulletin issued Thursday fol- 
lows: 

The country roads are in exceptionally 
goo’ condition from Summerville to Chat- 
tanvoga, and they are fairly good to good 
from Rome to Summerville. From Rockmart 
to Cartersville the roads are- reported to 
be drying out and improving, and are good 
from Cartersville to Kingston and north- 
ward. The mountain roads in Paulding 
county are bad and almost impassable. Be- 
tween Rome and Atlanta the roads continue 
good, except rough or bumpy in many 
places, 

2. Atianta-Athens-Augusta. — The dirt 
roads are generally good to excellent with 
a few bad spets near Robinson and seme- 
what dusty in this vicinity. 

From Atlanta to Gainesville the Tallulah 
Falls route is good, with some rough places 
near Baldwin, Suwanee and Flowery Branch. 
From Gainesville to New Holland very 
rough and bumpy, to White Sulphur Springs 
fairly good and one to Lula, except for a 
few rouch places. This road has been 
graded frem Gainesville te Lola (about 
twelve miles) and partly top-soiled. Haber- 
sham county roads are fairly good. 

3. Atinnta-Macon-Southern — This entire 
route is in good condition, except scattered 
rough places. 

4. Atlanta-Newman-Columbus — The en- 
tire reute is in excellent condition. 

General—Dry weather with slowly rising 
temperatures will continue, and roads wil 
remain in good condition.

Auburn, Ala., December 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At a second mass meeting

ics.

He de- 
plored .he hasty action of the stu- 
dents, which came as a great sur- 
prise to him, and requested that 
they use great deliberation in fu- 
ture. He was heartily in favor of 
rescinding the hasty movement of 
Monday night. 

Assistant Coach Pitts, the next 
speaker, paid the highest tribute to 
Professor Bragegs’ ability as a man- 
ager of athletics and asked for 
justice in readjustment of difficul- 
ties, He made a brief review of 
Professor Braggs’ career, quoting 
compliments paid him by officials 
of other colleges.

For the first. time since 1901, the 
National league is showing superi- 
ority over the American. In base- 
ball politics the American has out-

for:nearly twenty years. From the 
first raid of the American upon Ma- 
jor league territory, the new league 
has held the advantage. Even dur- 
ing the first three years of the new 
league, when their financial re- 
sources were small, its leaders beat 
the old league at every turn—out- 
guessed and outgeneraled them. 

Its success was due largely to the 
brain work and baseball knoweldge 
of Comiskey, and still more to the 
tea mwork of the owners. Ban 
Johnson, in those years, was what a 
president of a league is supposed 
to be, the man elected so long as he 
consulted with Comiskey. He failed 
signally when he departed from the 
latter’s advice. 

Here are a few of the instances: 

Comiskey Refused Offer. 

Johnson wanted to enter Chicago 

as a minor league club and give the 


| National league its pick of two play- 


ers a year for the privilege. Co- 
miskey refused and insisted upon 
fighting for the right to put a major 
leageu team in that. city. 

Johnson wanted to expel Frank 
Farrell from the league on the 
charse that he was “a race track 
gambler.” Comiskey induced Farrel] 
to “is support to the league 
when inances.were low. 

Johns. , has entertained ambitions 
to “unite” clubs (which may mean 
syndicate baseball). Comiskey has 
fought for individual ownership. of 
teams. 

Johnson’s big mistakes have been 
made when he acted without the ad- 
vice or consent of Comiskey and 
other advisers. Yet, oddly enough, 
Johnson's big movement, and one 
which did great good for the Ameri- 
canleague and forthe game, was 
one in which Comiskey had little 
sympathy. Johnson has _ insisted 
upon- suppressing rowdyism and up- 
ho'ding his umpires. He has gone to 
such lengths that he has made a 
eood thing an evil one by carrying 
it too far. 

The fact is, that the Johnson- 
Comiskey feud, which is at the bot- 
tom of everything wrong in baseball 
just now, started over umpires. 
Comiskey, the wisest head in base- 
ball, never has outgrown, and neyer 
will outgrow, the ball player view of 
umpires. The first war between the 
two powers started over the um- 
pires, although the open break re- 
sulted from a matter outside of the 
game.

TAX FREE TOBACCO 
REPORTED BING SOLD 


(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, December 3.—The bu- 
reau of internal revenue is investi- 
gating reports that tax-free tobac- 
co, cigars and cigarettes, originally 
intended for export but recently is- 
sued by the war department to com- 

issaries and post exchanges, where 
its sale is limited to men in active 
army and navy service, have reach- 


ed the hands of dealers who are 
disposing of such stock without pay- 
ment of the tax. All violations, the 
bureau states, are subject to heavy 
penalties, both to purchaser and 
seller, and will be vigorously prose- 
cuted. 

The penalties, the bureau adds, 
would apply in the case of any 
man in an army or navy service who 
sold unstamped tobacco obtained at 
commissaries and army posts. 

In order that they may incur no 
liability, purchasers of packages ot 
tobacco and boxes of cigars and 
cigarettes are advised to examine 
the packages and boxes to see that 
they are properly stamped.

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Georgia Senators 
To Vote Against 
Anti-Strike Clause 


By James A. Hollomon, 

Washington, December 4.—Both 
Georgia senators will vote against 
the anti-strike provision in the 
Cummins railroad bill, now under 
consideration in the senate. 

There is a flood of petitions and 
letters.and telegrams reaching the 
members daily protesting against 
this provision, not only from the 
railroad brotherhods, but from labor 
unions generally, and even from a 


large element of the public not di- 
rectly interested in organized labor. 
Their position has been largely ac- 
centuated by the president’s mes- 
sage, in which the executive recog- 
nized- and defended the right to 
strike. 

On the other hand, resolutions 
adopted by the directors of the 
Georgia Manufacturers’ association 
have been received here unanimous- 
ly approving the anti-strike clause. 
As a basic proposition, however, the 
democratic senators feel that it is 
unfair to pass special legislation af- 
fecting only one class of employees 
—the railway workers—while other 
organized workers in other lines of 
industry would be permitted to 
strike without federal inhibition. 

It is probable the strike clause 
will be killed in the senate bill. If 
it should be passed and it should 
remain in the conference bill it is 
practically assured the Georgia 
house delegation, with possibly two 
exceptions, would vote against any 
incorporated anti-strike clause.
